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Infectious diseases. 

For the week ended July 13, 1905, the following reports were offi- 
cially registered: 

Smallpox. — There were reported 8 cases at Catania, 6 cases at 
Turin. 2 cases at Rotondella (Potenza), 2 cases in the Province of 
Aquila, 3 cases in the Province of Milan, 2 cases at Bagnatica (Ber- 
gamo), 5 cases in the Province of Rome, 3 cases in the Province of 
Avellino, 1 case at Malo (Vicenza), and 1 case at Realmont (Girgenti). 
No further cases were reported in the Province of Lecce. 

Measles. — Epidemics are reported in the Provinces of Novara and 
Avellino. 

Scarlatina. — There were reported 13 cases at Ravenna, 14 cases at 
Cammarata (Girgenti), and 6 cases at Aidone (Caltanisetta). 

Enteric fever. — Cases are reported in the Provinces of Cuneo, Milan, 
and Rome. 

Cerebrospinal meningitis. — Several cases were reported in the com- 
mune of Trebisacce, Province of Cosenza.
